Branksome' s  pride  and  delight  in  the  1974 
appointment  of  Allison  Roach  was,  in  part, 
based  on  her  being  the  first  alumna  of  the 
school  to  hold  the  position  of  principal.  The 
ongoing  years  have  more  than  justified  the  high 
expectations  felt  in  1974. 

While  valuing  what  was  best  of  the  school's  tra- 
ditions. Miss  Roach  has  always  been  an  innov- 
ative and  forward-looking  principal.  Never  one 
to  accept  the  status  quo  automatically,  she  has 
made  changes  and  additions  to  the  school's  pro- 
gramme and  her  years  as  principal  have  seen 
significant  improvements  to  the  physical  plant. 
The  curriculum  has  been  enhanced  by  the  addi- 
tion of  the  Extended  French  programme, 
instrumental  music,  computer  science,  the 
expansion  of  physical  education  and  drama, 
and  exchanges  to  foreign  countries.  The  school 
has  benefitted  from  the  monumental  restoration 
and  reconstruction  of  Main  House  in  the  late 
'70s,  the  building  of  a  new  science  wing  in 
1983  and,  most  recently,  the  new  senior  school 
gym  and  the  junior  school  building. 

When  one  thinks  of  Allison  Roach  personally, 
one  thinks  of  her  absolute  integrity  and  forth- 
rightness:  her  imagination  and  enthusiasm:  her 
marvellous  sense  of  humour  (essential  to  the 
job):  and,  perhaps  most,  her  good  judgement 
and  overriding  wisdom.  She  is  always  quick  to 


sift  through  other  matters  in  order  to  deal  with 
the  essential  concerns.  Allison  Roach  is  a  'prin- 
cipal from  all  points'  who  knows  her  school 
first-hand:  and  the  atmosphere  of  the  school,  so 
often  cited  as  warm,  welcoming  and  unpreten- 
tious, reflects  her  being,  and  her  joy  at  the 
undertaking! 

Past  and  present  students  will  remember  Miss 
Roach's  awareness  of  them  as  individuals:  her 
regular  support  shown  in  turning  up  at  func- 
tions away  from  school,  such  as  rowing  and 
debating,  when  they  were  involved:  her  classic 
roles  in  Christmas  skits;  and  her  denial  of  the 
possibility  of  'snow  days'.  The  mother  of  one 
student  said  that  her  daughter  automatically 
pulled  up  her  socks  when  passing  Miss  Roach's 
portrait  in  the  hallway!  But  most  important, 
they  will  remember  her  urging  them  to  strive 
for  what  seemed  impossible  for  them,  be  it  the 
descant  in  'The  Lord  is  My  Shepherd'  or  a  high- 
er level  of  achievement  in  their  individual 
endeavours. 

To  say  that  Allison  Roach  will  be  very  much 
missed  is  colossal  understatement,  but  she  her- 
self typically,  would  urge  us  all,  girls,  staff  and 
alumnae,  to  set  our  sights  on  and  direct  our 
energies  to  continuing  excellence  for  the  school 
as  we  welcome  her  successor  to  the 
Branksome  community.

An  Open  Letter  From  Mrs.  McRae 
Upon  Her  Retirement 

It  was  September.  1968,  when  I  came  to  Branksome  Hall, 
little  imagining  that  I  would  stay  for  25  years.  I  began  by 
teaching  Modem  History  in  a  basement  classroom  and 
first  year  Latin  in  the  Mews  where  the  Senior  Gym  now 
is.  I  also  taught  English  in  a  classroom  in  Buccleuch  for 
many  years.  I  have  not  always  been  in  that  dangerous 
chair  in  Room  2. ' ' '  Neither  the  room  nor  the  chair  was  in 
existence  until  1971.  When  I  arrived  Debating  was  made 
my  responsibility.  There  was  a  wonderful  team  already  in 
place  and  the  boys'  schools,  especially  Ridley,  were 
beginning  to  worry.  In  those  days  the  boys  thought  all 
they  had  to  do  was  to  pose  with  their  thumbs  under  the 
lapels  of  their  three  piece  suits.  Mrs.  Zommers  joined  me 
in  the  debating  business  in  1974  and  Branksome's  reputa- 
tion for  running  enormous,  efficient  tournaments  rose  to 
great  heights.  After  I  retired  from  debating  five  years  ago 
I  became  Staff  Advisor  to  the  Kilt  Press.  I  suppose  I 
should  not  confess  right  here  that  I  dreamed  up  that  name 
in  response  to  a  competition  and  won  it. 

Back  to  1 968.  I  was  put  in  charge  of  the  pageant  in  the 
Carol  Service  and  have  been  looking  for  angels  and  other 
characters  ever  since.  Somehow  or  other,  very  early  in 
my  Brank.some  career,  it  became  my  job  to  stand  at  the 
entrance  to  St.  Paul's  Church  to  control  the  crowds  of 
parents  and  guests.  In  June,  1974,  I  tried  to  refu.se  entry 
to  the  reserved  seats  to  a  lady  who  finally  had  to  tell  me 
that  she  was  the  new  principal  of  Branksome. 


It  is  also  true  that  on  one  occasion  I  did  say  to  a  class 
"Your  ignorance  is  nothing  to  celebrate."  It  is  NOT 
true  that  I  ever  appeared  on  the  cover  of  'Vogue  maga- 
zine. My  modeling  career  was  short  lived  (one  week)  in 
London,  England  where  I  was  working  on  a  magazine  on 
the  other  end  of  the  scale.  A  distinguished  photographer 
did  ask  to  do  my  portrait  in  middle  age.  That  my  hair 
is  really  long  is  demonstrated  in  a  Grub  Day  picture  of 
1977.  I  regret  that  no  picture  exists  of  my  favourite 
stage  role  as  Tweedledum  to  Mrs.  Watson's  Tweedledee, 
but  we  can  be  seen  working  together  in  1992. 

I  have  not  lived  only  for  Branksome.  1  am  a  wife  ,  a 
mother  of  three,  a  grandmother  of  three.  Any  time  —  long 
weekend.  Christmas,  March  Break  and  summer  —  I  am 
at  the  airport  as  soon  as  1  am  free.  I  have  lived  long  peri- 
ods in  England,  France,  on  Greek  islands  and  in  Sicily.  1 
have  visited  every  country  in  continental  Europe  at  least 
once.  There  was  a  marvellous  Branksome  trip  one  March 
Break  to  Jordan,  Israel  and  Egypt  which  filled  us  all  with 
wonders  of  the  world  from  Petra  to  the  pyramids.  One 
year  I  was  away  with  my  husband  on  leave  of  absence 
living  in  the  mountains  in  Austria,  in  the  middle  of 
Florence  and  in  a  paradise  in  Sicily  which  we  revisit 
almost  every  year.  The  most  unusual  journey  was  in 
Canada,  taking  a  supply  boat  to  the  communities  on  the 
Labrador  coast,  heading  straight  into  the  Northern 
Lights.  Davis  Inlet  disturbed  me  indelibly  a  decade  ago. 
My  wanderlust  began  45  years  ago  with  Mexico  and 
Guatemala.  It  is  unlikely  that  you  will  ever  travel  across 
the  seas  in  ocean  liners  as  1  u.sed  to  do  or  find  your.self 


somewhere  tourism  has  not  yet  reached,  but  keep  your 
eyes  and  mind  open  to  all  the  world. 

Among  my  colleagues  at  Branksome  I  have  found  a 
great  many  friends  for  life,  some  from  the  very  first  year 
of  teaching.  They  have  been  my  other  family  —  along 
with  all  the  students  1  have  worked  with.  Strictly  speak- 
ing, in  24  years,  at  about  75  new  names  a  year,  I  have 
probably  worked  with  1800  Branksome  girls.  My  com- 
puter capacity  to  produce  names  on  sight  is  exhausted. 
So  please,  when  you  run  into  me  on  the  street  or  in  an 
airport,  in  Paris.  London  or  Toronto,  tell  me  your  name. 
I'll  remember  your  face  or  your  voice  or  something  else 
wonderful  about  you  and  be  overjoyed  to  see  you  again 
as  I  was  in  '86  to  see  some  of  a  class  of '71. 

The  most  unforgettable  student  I  ever  had  was  a  bom 
comedian  who  completely  distracted  every  class  she  was 
in.  At  last  I  found  a  way  to  counteract  her  effect.  I  made 
her  stand  in  the  comer  behind  me  so  that  the  rest  of  the 
class  had  to  look  at  me  to  see  her.  She  now  writes  come- 
dy professionally  in  Hollywood  as  her  last  communique 
infomied  me.  Dear  Marjorie! 

I  don't  know  how  many  times  I  have  taught  MACBETH 
or  HAMLET  or  TO  HIS  COY  MISTRESS,  every  time 
finding  .something  more  in  them.  I  have  cared  passionate- 
ly about  words  —  spoken,  written,  read  —  in  prose,  in 
poetry,  in  formal  speeches,  in  class.  I  hope  some  of  that 
passion  has  touched  some  of  you.  Read  to  your  children!

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BRANKSOME 


The  Branksome  Green  Project  was  estab- 
lished in  the  fall  of  1990  with  2  principle 
aims:  *  to  rehabilitate,  repair  and  improve 
the  school  grounds,  with  special  attention  to 
the  Carolinian  woodlot 
*  to  make  the  grounds  more  accessible  and 
useful  as  an  educational  tool. 

To  further  these  aims,  a  variety  of  activities 
have  been  planned  or  are  under  way: 

1)  an  inventory  of  plants  and  animals  found 
on  the  grounds  was  begun  in  November, 
1990; 

2)  restoration  of  the  ravine  bank  woodlot  on 
the  west  campus  as  a  remnant  of  Carolinian 
forest  was  begun  with  assistance  from  the 
Shell  Environmental  Fund,  in  the  Spring  of 
1991; 

3)  restorative  planting  on  the  east  campus 
has  been  started: 

'4)  research  on  the  historical  uses  of  the  land 
is  under  way; 

5)  construction  of  the  first  part  of  a  nature 
trail  through  the  woodlot  was  carried  out  in 
November,  1991,  with  the  assistance  of  the 
Environmental  Partners  Fund; 

6)  establishment  of  a  native  arboretum  has 
started; 

7)  an  overall  examination  of  grounds  main- 
tenance practice  including  soil  amelioration, 
tree  pruning,  chemical  use  and  summer 
watering  is  being  undertaken; 

Further  plans  include  an  extension  of  the 
Nature  Trail  a  short  distance  on  the  opposite 
side  of  the  steps  to  the  lower  field,  and  the 
building  of  a  simple,  amphitheater-style 
teaching/performance  space  in  a  natural 
bowl  in  the  hillside  there.
